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JUDGE STEWART TALKS 


The Atlanta Congressman Hope- 
ful tor the Future. 


THE EVILS OF REPUBLICAN RULE. 


Property Held Unlawfally By the Govern- 
ment—Unity in the Party 
Demanded. 


—‘Wasnixctoy,’ January 20.—[Special.}— 
Meeting Judge Stewart this morning I inquired 
his opinion of the democratic party. 

He expressed himself as hopeful of the suc- 
cess of the party in 1888 but atthe same time 
stated that he feared many of the people in 
the south do not fully. appreciate the dangers 
of defeat and the evil consequences of restor- 
ing the republican party to power. “And as 
an illustration,” said he, “of this danger there 
is now in the treasury about $6,000,000 raised 
from the sale of property captured and taken 
in the south during and immediately after the 
war. Notwithstanding that the supreme court 
has decided the government holds this prop- 
erty in trustfor the rightful owners thereof 
and have decided that the presidents’ proclama- 
tion of amnesty relieved persons from theJbonds 
of prescription on account of having engaged 
inthe war. Yet, on the part of the repubii- 
cans, there seems to be a fixed determination, 
based upon what they claim to be an equity, 
that this money should not be restored, be- 
cause the people of the south caused the war, 
and. therefore, this money should be used in 
defraying the expenses of the same, and that it 
should not be returned to the partics whose 
prop rty was taken.”’ 

Ho then stated that he, Mr. Culberson, of 
Texas, and others, are engaged in preparing a 
bill to allow the owners of this money to go be- 
fore a court of claims and establish their right 
toit. Ile greatly feared. whether a republican 
vote could be procured in favor of it. He in- 
sisted that,.in addition to this, it is quite 
evident that if thelrepublican § party is 
restored to power they would seck, ina large 
measure, to defeat appropriations for tlie 

yurpose of erecting public buildings and open- 

te rivers in the south; that they 
would have upon the slightest pretext, elec- 
tions in the south investigated and that they 
would seek to foster monopolies and the ag- 
gressiveness of capital against the interest of 
the people. 

He claimed that the paramount considera- 
tion for the southern. people was not so much 
as to what particular man or number of men 
that should be elected, but that the democrat- 
ic party must maintain its power and domi- 
nate in the administration of affairs of the 
governmeiut. 

He was of the opinion that scarcely any 
measure, however extravagant, met with dis- 
approval by the republicans provided any part 
of the north was to be benefitted thereby, and 
that any matter, however trivial, which 
would tend to bring the democratic party into 
disfavor will meet with hearty approval by 
republicans in congress, althoug it required 
sacrifice of both time and money to accom- 
plish it. 

“There has not been a time since the war 
when the necessity of unity of the democratic 
party has been more demanded for,’’ said he, 
“if the republicans are again restored to power 
it is clearly.indicated now that the most 
wanton and vicious legislation will be inforced 
upon the southern people. Indications point 
towards Cleveland as the next nominee of 
the party, but whether it be Cleveland or some 
one else the democratic party and south could 
illy afford defeat.’’ 

He then insisted that while the repeal of the 
internal revenue laws, the reduction of the 
tariff and the fostering of agricultural inter- 
est are questions of great importance and 
demand the serious consideration of every 
member of congress, yet with the southern 
people the great question should be to main- 
tain the democratic party and see that it 
triumphs in 1888, for if wecan elect a presi- 
dent and keep the house democratic, time and 
wise legislation will regulate matters of the 
internal revenue laws and the tariff, 
but should the party be defeated more serious 
consequences must follow. 

He believes that the conduct of the repubii- 
caa party clearly demonstrates the fact that if 
they are again restored to power they will be 
most merciless towards the democratic party, 
and will seek to establish a centralized govern- 
ment and destroy all hope of free institutions 
that have been the pride of the south in the 
past. They boldly contend now that there is 
no such thing as a free ballot in the south,and 
that it is theduty of the government to take 
control by legislation of all institutions that 
are regulated by the right of suffrage and 
they do not hesitate to say that the president’s 
proclamation of amnesty was never meant to 
restore the right of citizenship to those en- 
gaged in the war as the supreme court has con- 
strued it. 

Judge Stewart seems to be impressed with 
the fact thatif every southern voter weré to 
come in contact with the republican law- 
makers and could witness for themselves the 
determined purpose and determined opposi- 
tion to both the views and rights of the south- 
ern people,it would make the democratic party 
Of the south a unit.

The currency measure which has been occu- 
pying the attention of the house all the week, 
has cometo a halt for the present.

THE LOTTERY BILL. 

As wired you last night, Mr. Jeff Candler 
and Judge Ward, representing the Louisiana 
State lottery, appeared before the commiitee 
on post-oflices and post-roads, to argne aguinst 
Mr. Blount’s bill to prevent newspapers con- 
taining lottery advertisements from circulating 
in the mails. Mr. Candler argued that it would 
virtually establish a censorship of the press, 
for the postmaster-general to say what should 
keep papers ont of the mails; that the Louis- 
iana state lottery was established by the con- 
stitution of the state of Louisiana, and congress 
had no power to say Louisiana should not or- 
ganize a corporation, and that it was estab- 
lished under the law and could not be inter- 
fered with by congress. The bill will probably 
be reported favorably, but will hardly pass. 

THE CARLISLE CASE. 

Judge Crisp’s report on the Theobe-Carlisle 
contest was the all absorbing question in the 
house today. The question was upon the dec- 
laration that Carlisle was elected as reported 
by the committee with a substitute pressed by 
Lynan, repvblican, that the case be reopened. 

Lynan and{Lodge, both republicans, made a 
very strong fight for Theobe, with Rowell and 
Cooper, republicans, defending the report of 
the committee. §Theobe was allowed one 
hour to state his case. He tooka position di- 
rectly in the center of the house, and brought 
with him voluminous manuscripts and peti- 
tions. Hestated there was more to arrive, 
which created much laughter. During the 
reading of the lengthy memorial with which 
he preiaced his case, he stood ina very con- 
scious and dramatical attitude. He was the 
center of the gaze of the entire house and the 
crowded galleries. In appearance he slightly 
resembled the likeness of John Wilkes Booth, 
with dark hair and eyes and rather sharp 
features. He was evidently groomed thorough- 
ly for his effort, and spoke very well from a 
small memorandum. Mr. Brumm, of Penn- 
sylvania, was so much exercised about the mat- 
ter that he robbed the pages of their office 
more than onee, bearing dacuments to the 
clerk’s desk. Lodge also assisted Brumm, 
and sat behind Thoebe and endeavored to 
prompt him. The house and galleries gave 
vent to loud and long applause when he 
declared he did not consider it any honor to be 
amember of the house of representatives. 
When the question came to a vote the repub- 
licans abstained from voting, leaving the house 
without a quorum. Three republicans voted 
with the democrats. When the question of re- 
opening the case came up two democrats voted 
with the republicans, 

John Baker, wiio” defeated Morrison, seid 
tonight that the democrats showed bad man- 
agement of the case; that the republicans ab- 
stained from voting because they did not know 
enough to justify them in voting that Carlisle 
was elected. 

A prominent republican journalist here to- 
night said he thought the republicans had 
acted very dirty about the whole question. 

A Georgia congressman said tonight, in 
commenting on today’s contests that when Mr. 

sreckinridge spoke in eulogistic terms of Mr. 
Carlisle yesterday, the republicans applauded 
him, and today you see they have returned to 
their old contemptible tricks. The matter will 
come up again tomorrow.

Spirited Debate Between Messrs. Springer 


and Kelley in the House. 

WASHINGTON, January 20.—On motion of 
Mr. Payson, of Illinois, a bill was passed in the 
house providing that letters patent and copy- 
right may, by the direction of the secretary of 
the interior, be signed by one of the assistant 
secretaries. 

Mr. Dunham, of TIllinois, presented a 
memorial of the national board of trade, now 
in session at Washington, in favorjof adequate 
appropriations for the improvement of navi- 
gable rivers and harbors. Referred. 

Mr. Springer, of Dlinois, rising to a question 
of privilege, sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read an extract from a speech made yesterday 
by Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, to the effect 
thata member of the congress which had 
made the appropriation for the Philadelphia 
centennial, (and who was amember of the 
house) had claimed a fee of ten thousand dol- 
lars for having astutely inserted a clause inthe 
bill making the loan, upon which he could go 
into courtand enforce its payment. 

Mr. Springer explained his connection with 
the Philadelphia appropriation. As originally 
draven the bill in effect donated $2,000,000 for 
the centennial exposition, butat Mr. Springer’s 
instance a clause was inserted making a loan. 
After the exposition was ended and when the 
time for settlement came there was a disposi- 
tion to claim this amount as the property of the 
stockholders of the exposition. Mr. Springer 
had called the attention of the attorney general 
to the provisions of the bill and at the attorney 
general’s solicitation, he (Springer) had argued 
the case before the supreme court. The re- 
sult was a decision that a million and a half 
was 3 loan and it was repaid to the United 
States. Mr. Springer had filed a petition ask- 
ing that his case be referred to the court of 
claims for determination whether his services 
had been of value, but his claim had never

man was entitled to a fee in legislation which 
he had engendered. 

Mr. Springer inguired categorically whether 
the gentleman insisted that he had claimed a 
fee for the insertion of the amendment. 

Mr. Kelley replied he did not think that the 
gentleinan claimed a fee for inserting that 
clause. What he meant to say was that, 
knowing the purport of his own clause, the 
gentleman was one man among 50,000,000 
American citizens who felt that the sub- 
scribers to the exposition stock ought to be 
made to pay, and who, following his own 
tracks, hunted them until he stripped them of 
the investment, patriotic as it was. 

Mr. Springer replied that if the gentleman 
stated that he demanded a fee for inserting the 
clause, he stated what was not true. If the 
gentleman meant to say that he pursued the 
case with all the skill and ability of which he 
was , he admitted it, It was the 

srondest record he had made since he hac 
oom a member of congress, and that was the 
opinion of his constituents, who had returned 
him six times since he made that record.

THE WOULD-BE TRAIN ROBBERS. 


The Three Principals Held in Jail in Lib- 
erty, Mo. 

LipERty,~Mo., January 20.—[Special.]— 
Safely confined in the cells of the Clay county 
jailare J. Barney Sweeney and John Har- 
grave, the two men who attempted to rob the 
train on the Wabash Western Wednesday 
night near Missouri City. 

Hargrave talked freely to Sheriff Oscar 
Thomason today. Ho says he was led intothe 
business by Sweeney, the matter being first 
suggested to him while employed chopping 
wood by Sweeney’s father. He did not take 
readily to the idea, but, after Barney’s plans 
were presented, with the assurance that they 
could easily carry them into execution, he de- 
cided to join the band, Noah Drew, the con- 
federate who betrayed his companions, having 
also consented to become a member. Williain 
Harrison, a peighbor, and the man 
who was taken from his home one night several 
weeks ago and horribly whipped by seven un- 
known men, he states, also agreed to help do 
the job, but when the time arrived weakened 
and backed out. The gang, as first organized, 
says Hargrave, consisted of Sweency as leader, 
and Harrison, Drew and himself. Harrison 
admitted to the sheriff yesterday that he was 
aware that some plans were being formed, but 
he had no intention of taking part. 

Sheriff Thomason tried to get Sweeney and 
Hargrave to go toa photograph gallery today 
aud have their likenesses taken, but Sweeney 
declared he would not doso, and the ofticer 
did not feel that he was _§ justifiable 
in forcing him. Sweeney 
claim that he is not 
with the attempted robbery, but was ofty 
passing going home from a neighbor’s, and 
was in that way accidentally shot. He also 
appears ashamed of Hargrave, as he says he 
would not go into any job with such a fellow.

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A PLUCKY WOMAN, 


She Resists the Officers of the Law and a 
Battle Ensues. 

SAN DigrGo, January 20.—A year ago a 
rancher in Moosa Canyon, named Lewis Stone, 
went east. During his absence, a family named 
Goen, consisting of a widow, twosonsand a 
daughter tcok possession of his ranch and 
cabin. On Stone’srcturn he instituted legal 
proceedings to eject the parties. His title was 
confirmed, and last Wednesday when. the 
sheriff went to take possession the whole fam- 
ily of Goens faced the oificers with revolvers. 
The sheriff snatched a revolver 
from Mrs. Goen, who was in the door, 
She seized a gun and shot him in theface. In 
a melee which followed a citizen named Reed 
was fatally wounded by Percy Goen. Marian, 
daughter of Mrs. Goen, was accidentally shot 
in the neck by her brother and fell dead. 
Percy Goen was shot through the head and arm 
fatally. His sister and brother were dead 
when the officers retreated with their wounded, 


and Mrs. Goen holds the fort, declaring she 
will not leave the place alive. 


He Robbed the Letter Boxes. 


WASHINGTON, January 20.—For_ several 
months past frequent reports have been made 
to the postoftice department of the loss of let- 
lers mailed in two ones oftice buildings in this 
city. Recently complaints have included street 
letter boxes. Yesterday the postoffice inspec- 
tors arrested M. J. Boxbury, a boy about 
eighteen years old as the culprit, and he made 
a statement acknowledging his guilt as tosome 
of the robberies. He extracted letters from 
the boxes by means of a pasteboard contrivance 
of his own invention, and then opened them at 
his leisure and remailed such as did not con- 
tain money. He was given a hearing before a 
United States commissioner this afternoon and 
held in $1,000 to appear for trial in the-crimi- 
nal court. 


Suicide of an Admiral. 
Fatmoutu, January 20.—Admira! Louis 
Hutton Versturme, of the British navy com- 
mittee, suicided here today in a fit of insanity. 
He entered the service in 1850, and became 
admiral in 1886, and was on the retired list. 


TRADE TOPICS. 


Report of Dun & Co., on the Week's 
Business. 
New York, January 20—R. G. Dun and 

Company’s review of trade for the week says: 

Business throughout the country is rather quiet, 
even for the season. A fairly active jobbing trade 
is reported at several points where the wholesale 
business is distinctly dull, and the prevailing fea- 
ture seems to be the indisposition take quanti- 
ties, in view of the dullness in many markets 
caused by strikes and legislative deliberations. At 

Chicago, speculation has been dull and in legiti- 
mate trade, though there is some improvement of 
late, less doing than last 
year. Hard times in the drought regions 
throughout the west affect purchases, but in other 
sections there isa gain. At St. Louis prompt pay- 
ment on post purchases and continued large distri- 
bution are noticed. At Louisville values are softer, 
without improvement in volume. At southern 
points trade is quiet. At Philadelphia a slight im- 
provementin distribution is observed. Collections 
are fairly satisfactory at nearly ali points. and 
money generally is in fair supply, though rather 
close at Denyerand Cleveland. _ 

The Lehigh and Reading strikes grow more 
effective, and are stop ing many manufacturing 
establishments. Though the actual deliveries of 
anthracite are larger than forthe same weeks last 
year, operators and retailers are with each other in 
putting up prices. The poverty of the miners causes 
serious apprehension among traders who remember 

‘that their losses afier the strike of 1875 were three- 
fourths of their accounts. 

* The iron association reports 6,417,145 tons of pig 
made last year, a gain of 13 percent, but unsold 
stocks increased $4,913 tons. It is noteworthy that 
southern production was only six per cent over that 
of 1886. But for the activity in ship, bridge and car 
building, the trade would be less hopeful. The

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A DOUBLE DEATH. 
A Georgian Dies, Comes to Life and Dies 
Again. 

St. Aveustinek, Fla.,January 20.—[Special. ] 
There is considerable excitement in a suburb, 
some five miles out, over the death of A. D. 
Smith. Last Monday he died, to all appear- 
ances, after calmly bidding adieu to his heart- 
broken wife. He was then prepared for the 
grave and Tuesday preparations were made for 
the burial. 

In the midst of the services a thumping in 
the coffin was heard. Its cover was burst off 
and Mr. Smith sat up, causing great consterna- 
tion and dismay. He was at once removed to 
his bed at home, and in a few hours he seemed 
none the worse for his strange experience. He 
says he went to heaven and saw many 
white spirits, some of them friends whom he 
had known on earth. 

They shook their heads in answer to his 
questions and pointed to a big book 
lying open He looked at it, and saw 
written there the names of his wife, 
himself, and his children who were alive. His 
name, he said, seemed partially’ erased. He 
told a wondrous story of his cther experience 
in that strange world, and its recital drew 
scores of curiosity seekers to his home. 

Wednesday night he suddenly called out, “I 
see them,’’ and fell back dead. His wife was 
completely %prostrated at this terrible ending 
to her hopes. Medical aid was summoned, and 
an electric battery applied, but the doctors 
finally decided that the man was indeed dead 
this time. 

Last night the grief stricken wife left for her 
old Georgia home near Atlanta with the body. 
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THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH, 
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The Western Union’s Representative Before 
: a Comunittee. 

WASHINGTON, January 20.--The senate com- 
mittee on postoflices today heard arguments 
upon the government telegraph question by 
Norvin Green, president of the Western Union 
company, and G. G. Hubbard, who has devot- 
ed some years to advocating the postal tele- 
graph scheme. Dr, Green was first heard in 
opposition to the governmental telegraph bills, 
which have come before both houses of con- 
gress. 

Dr. Green said the public. was wholiy at 
fanlt as to wirat if Woula cost ta duplicate the 
existing lines. The company had expended 
within the last twenty years ever $58,500,000, 
and a large proportion, under the circum- 
stances, was exceptionally favorable to the 
company. He did not mean by this that the 
company wished to sell to the government. It 
did not wish to sell; it wished to keep its prop- 
erty. He was prepared to demonstrate that 
the Western Union lines could not be dupli- 
cated at the present capitalization, talk as peo- 
ple might about water in its stock. Another 
popular error which he wished to speak of was 
that the Western Union was owned by one 
man. This hadnever been the case... The 
entire board of thirty directors owned not more 
than three-eighths of the stock, and the 
remainder was scattered the world over. 
Speaking about a petition in circulation among 
the Knights of Labor, asking congress for the 
establishment of lines in opposition to the ex- 
isting companies, the doctor said it had ema- 
nated from the personal spite of Mr. Powderly 
against one man with whom he had quarreled 
about another matter. Not one in a hundred 
of the signers, he said, ever used the telegraph, 
yet they were asking to be taxed for the benefit 
of rich brokers, bankers, merchants, commer- 
cial operators and speculators. 

Gardiner Hubbard addressed the committee 
in favor of the postal telegraph system pro- 
posed in the bill introduced by Senator Dawes. 
As to the wages paid to telegraph operators in 
England, he admitted that they were much 
less than those paid here; but, he said, that as 
an offset, the American’ telegraph opera- 
tor would do twice as much work asthe 
English or continental operator. Keferring to 
the question of authority of the government to 
establish a postal telegraph, Mr. Hubbard gave 
a brief history of the postoftice system in this 
country. Under the act of 1775 of the conti- 


nental congress the postoftice system was es- 


tablished forthe conveyance of intelligence 
and letters. It was established not with a view 
to dollars and cents, but for the conveyance of 
intelligence and letters. It had adopted every 
means of transportation that it could use to ad- 
vantage and it had controlled the first tele- 
graph jline ever constructed. Referring to the 
government subsidy of $30,000 to enable Pro- 
fessor Morse to buildaline from Washington to 
Baltimore, that line had been placed under the 
supervision of the postmaster-general and was 
used asa means ofconveying intelligence. Mr. 
Hubbard agreed with Dr. Green that it would 
not be possible to duplicate the Western Union 
lines for less money than is represented by 
capital stock, but he held that if this stock on 
sixteen or twenty million had been paid for in 
cash and remainder represented earnings in ad- 
dition to amounts paid asdividends. Hubbard 
went on to say that in every other country the 

telegraph was controlled by the government, 
as part of postal system, while in this country 

it was controlled by single company corpora- 
tion. Here there was (practically speaking) 

no competition in oni * business, and 
there could be none; for it was a4 

business which could be managed much 
more easily and cheaply by one company than 
bya number ofcompanies. But the question 
arose whether the government could not man- 
age it more cheaply than the Western Union 
company, and whether the Western Union 

company itself could not manage it much 

more cheaply than it does. There were two 
ways in which it was proposed that the gov- 

ernment should do this business. The one 

was that set forth in the bills of Messrs. Cul- 
lom and Edmunds, viz: That the government 

should own and operate the 

lines: and other wasa plan which he advo- 

cated for many years, and which was substan- 

tially embodied in a_ bill introduced by Mr. 

Dawes—the same bill which was reported by 

this committee four years ago. That bill 

established a postal telegraph system, and was 

in analogy with the system now adopted by 

postoftices for the transmission of letters and 

correspondence. Carrying is to be done by 

contract with private parties. —

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IRON NEAR NASHVILLE. 


Rich Discoveries of Metal in Middle Ten- 
nessee. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 20.—[Special.} 
For a long time it has been known tlat there 
was ironin this county, but it has never been 
examined carefully untilrecently. Dr. Safford 
has just made his report of an examination, by 
which it appears that vast quantities of soft 
red hematite exist here, easy of access. 

The vein -varies from seven to thirty feet in 
thickness, and has been traced froma point 
seven miles west of Nashville northeast to Bal- 
ler’s station, passing within four miles of 
Nashville on the north. The ore is the same 
as that of the Seguatchee valley, and as ana- 
lyzed by William Bowron, of South Pittsburg, 
yields nearly 33 percent of metalliciron, I4 
percent of oxygen with iron, 62-100ths per 
cent of phosphorus, nearly 42 of lime car- 
bonate, and 5 percent of silica.

An Ovation to Him By the People of Dublin 
His Speech. 

Dunswirn, January 20.—Mr. William O’Brien, 
M. P.,, and editor of United Ireland, whe has 
been confined in prison since October Slst, was 
released from Tullamore jail today. He pro. 
ceeded to the priest’s house in Tullamore, fol- 
lowed by a large crowd, which cheered him 
repeatedly. There was no disorder. 

Father McFadden, of Gweedore, has been 
arrested at Armagh for taking part in the op-. 
position to evictions. 

Mr. O’Brien’s looks denote that his constitue 
tion is shattered, and his physicians insist that 
he should go to the south of Franee forthe 
benefit of his health. The people of Tullamore 
have presented Mr. O'brien with an address, 
in which they say that they are indifferent to 
the coercion law, but Balfour's execution of 
the law is brutalanda disgrace to the gov- 
ernment. 

O’Brien arrived in Dublin this evening. He 
was grected at the railway station by an ime- 
mense crowd which included many members of 
parliament and a large number of priests. On 
alighting from the train he was escorted to- 
ward the mayor's carriage and was driven to 
the hotel, followed by a long procession. The 
paraders carried torches, and marched toe the 
music of several bands. Many houses along 
the route were brilliantly illuminated and bon- 
fires blazed in all parts of town. 

On arriving at the hotel Mr. O’Brien made 
aspeech. His voice was very hoarse. He said 
he rejoiced that in spite of the efforts of Mr. 
Balfour, the Irish were stronger than ever. 
Although the English were siow in joining 
them, they woull be slow in abusing them. 
The Irish would not resort to ontraze, but 
would follow Parnell and Gladstone, trusting 
to tho democracy of Great Lritain to make 
Irciand a nation. 

Mr. O’Brien received many congratalatory 
telegrams in the course of the day, some com- 
ing from America. In several Irish towns 
garlands were hastily hung across the streets 
in honor of Mr. O’Brien, and in the evening 
there were processions, illuminations, ete. 

At a meeting in Tullamore today, Mr, 
O’Brien said that he had the greatest diffienkty 
to find adequate words with which to express 
his gratitude for the kindness of his country- 
men, more especially Mocrhead and Egan, 
without whose assistance in his lonely auvel 
with the jail authorities, there would likely 
have ben a much different event to cele- 
brate today. Keferring to Lluant’s charge 
against Balfour, he said he had beard 
them from Blunt himself long be- 
fore there had been any likelihood 
that Blunt would bea victim. It was because 
he (O’Brien) had that statement in mind that 
he told Moorhead and Fagan in the beginning, 
that he believed he had been brought to prison 
to be murdered, for he knew that Blunt would 
let his hand wither in fire before he would tell 
alie. He confessd that though he kept a good 
face, he went to prison with the perfect con- 
viction that he would never emerge alive.

COLLECTOR CRENSHAW | 


Writes a Long Letter to the 
Constitution 


IN WHICH HE TALKS OF THE REVENUE 


And Gives His Views of the Law and 
of ite Practical Operation—An 
. Interesting Letter. 


ATLANTA, January 19, 1888.— Editors Consti- 
tution: It has been my intention to take no 
part in the discussion now going on relative to 
the repeal of the internal revenue laws. I 
cannot, liowever, remain silent while my ad- 
ministration of the law is denounced as an 
“oppression”’ worse than ‘‘Russian tyranny,”’ 
and the manner in which it is enforced in the 
district of Georgia held up as “‘oppression that 
characterizes and disgraces the revenue 
service in its dealings with the citizens of 
Georgia.’’ i feelcalled upon to address you 
this comniunication, believing from the well 
known reputation of oo widely circulated 
journal you will publish the same thatI may 
have opportunity to correct some statements 
in your issue of the 16th inst. entitled, ‘‘The 
Odious Laws.”’ I should not have felt it nec- 
essary to notice the article were it not from 
the fact of your giving circulation to the edi- 
torial reproduced from the Walker County 
Messenger, which is unfounded in truth and 
only displays the ignorance of the editor of 
that paper who says: 

“We call attention to and denounce the oppression 
that charac e*izes and disgraces the revenue service 
in its dealings with the citizens of Beotela. Ilere is 
aman charged with assault with intent to rape, and 
carrying a concealed weapon. The state’s bond is 
fixed at five hundred dollars. He is also charged 
by the United States with resisting Deputy Marshal 
Campbell, when he arrested him—a charge haid to 
sustain, for Campbell swore that he did not tell him 
that he was an officer. But the venom that animates 
his prosecutor is shown in the $5,000 bond required. 
M-Coy. in the opinion of many, was the slaycr of 
Captain Kellett; but when the state’s witnesses 
broke down, as two or three lawyers for the prose- 
cution said, an acquittal by the jury was inevitable. 
Guilty or not guilty, McCoy has had his day in 
‘Ourt,and now, whenon atrival charge, a $5,000 
bond is required from him, it shows in part why 
the revenue service isa stink in the nostrils of the 
people. The whole system should be swept from 
our statute books,’’ 

I desire tostate that no officerin the revenue 
service hashad anything to do with the pros- 
ecution of James McCay, therefore the reve- 
nue service has no connection with this case 
in any manner whatever. James McCoy .has 
never been charged, since I assumed the du- 
ties as collector, with the violation of any 
of the internal revenue laws; he has never 
been arrested by virtue of any warrant issue d 
for a violation of the internal revenue laws. 
Notwithstanding this fact, the ‘‘Walkercoun- 
ty Messenger’’ says: ‘“McCoy, in the opinion 


of many, was the slayer of jCaptain Keilett,’’ 


and also says: ‘‘It shows in part why the rev- 
enue service is a stink in the nostrils of the 
people.”’ 

In civilized countries no man is condemned 
for the prosecution of an alleged murderer, nor 
censured for endeavoring to punish an assas- 
sin. While in my opinion all that United 
States Marshal Nelms did or has done in the 
protecution of McCoy was eminently proper, 
yetitisafactno person in the revenue ser- 
vice had any sort of connection with the pros- 
ecution of this case. Having shown how this 
editor has perverted the facts if left alone, he 
himself, will become a foul stench in the nos- 
trils of all lovers of truth long before his pue- 
rile efforts can make the revenue service ‘‘a 
stink in the nostrils ofjthe people.”’ Mr. Ed- 
itor, you state, ‘“‘the case against James Mc- 
Coy is an example of the manner in which the 
internal revenue law interferes with the rights 
of the citizens. I an unable to see wherein 
the internal revenue laws have any bearing 
whatever upon the case of James McCoy. If 
this be true your assertion is not tenable. In 
order to clearly demonstrate my position 
Iwill state that James ~ McCoy was indicted 
in the state courts for the murder of Captain 
Kellett. Upon the trial of McCoy it was 
proven that Captain Kellett had arrested a 
man bythe name of Calvin Young and in 
crossing a creck wasshot through the body 
from ambush by James McCoy and: instantly 
killed.- Calvin Young swore that James Mc- 
Coy shot Captain Kellett, concealed from be- 
hinda cliff.ot rocks. It was alsoalleged that{the 
bullet used by McCoy was one shot into the 
arm of James McCoy by Captain Kellett, 
while he, Kellett was sheriff of Chattooga 
county, and that when the ball was cut out, 
McCoy} saved it and then and there swore an 
oath that he would kill Captain Kellett with 
that very bullet. Then it will be seen that 
this unfortunatefoccurrence had its origin in an 
old feud existing between Captain Kellett and 
McCoy, and was not caused by the ‘rights of 
the citizen being interfered with by 
the manner in which the internal 
revenue laws" are enforced. I undertake to 
state without the fear of successful contradic- 
tion that all other assertions of ‘‘oppression”’ 
and ‘‘Russian tyranny,’’ growing out of the en- 
forcement of the internal revenue laws in 
Georgia, will, upon investigation show up as 
in the case herein cited, without any founda- 
tion in fact. In this connection, Mr. Editor, 

trust you will pardon 1e 
for requesting that in advocating the repeal of 
the internal revenue laws your arguments be 
contined to the merits of the law or the poli- 
cy by the government of raising reveuue by 
federal taxation, and not endeavor to prejudice 
the minds of the people by harrowing up their 
feelings against the law upon the charge tha- 
the manner by which they are now administ 
tered in Georgia works ‘‘oppression’’ ‘worse 
than Russian cruelties.’’ Iam sure, My. Edi- 
tor, if the internal revenue laws or the

“Now, Mr. Edi- 
tor, you say the execution of the revenue law- 
in Georgia is a record of outrages and im- 
position,’ that it *orks ‘‘oppression’’ and in- 
terferes with the rights of the citizen.” If your 
. be true, the collection of tariff 
duties at the ports by an army of custom offi- 
cers works a like oppression, interferes far 
greater with the rights of the citizen, and hasa 
worse “record of outrages and impositions” than 
the revenne service. ‘It 18 a notorious 
fact that these custom ofticers at the ports 
without a warrant search the trunks and bag- 
gage of our citizens returning home from for- 
eign lands, often subjecting them to all man- 
ner of indignities. These abuses by custom 
officers, growing out of a high tariff, are even 
carried sometimes to the extent of searching 
ladies, often requiring them to disrobe them- 
selves, thus showing that in the enforcement 
of this tariff law they are without respect 
to either ‘‘men, women, angels or devil,’’ Iam 
told in their greed for the maintaining of a 
high tariff they sometimes seize ladies’ bustles 
and search them in the hope of findin 
valuables upon which the tariff duty is seiaied 
I am sure officers in the revenue service have 
never, in their thirst for a revenue tax, gone to 
the extent of searching men’s bustles for moon- 
shine liquor. Jience, upon your reasoning, if 
the revenue laws are ‘“‘odious,’’ the tariff laws 
are damnable. You denounce the alleged 
abuses by ofticers in the revenue service. Still 
you are silent upon the outrages at the ports 
caused by the tariff laws. ¢ | 

If the revenue laws should be repealed on 
account of the ‘‘oppression’’ and the manner 
of the enforcement of the law, why not apply 
the same argument to the tariff laws and 
urge their repeal for a_ MIlike rea- 
son, as the same old cry of “op- 
pression’’ upon the people can be drawn fully 
as picturesquely. Under the law as it now 
stands, persons charged with the violation of 
the internal revenue laws cannot be arrested 
without a warrant, unless they are caught 
in the act of violating the law. 
It is also true that arresting 
officers under the laws of Georgia can arrest 
persons caught in the act of violating a state 
law without a warrant of arrest. Considerable 
stress is laid on the sending of persons who vio- 
late the revenue laws to the cold rigors of an 
Albany prison in New York. Yet, it is a fact 
only three persons have been sent to Albany 
prison during the past ten years from this dis- 
trict. Persons who violate the internal rev- 
efue laws are often arrested by deputy 
United States marshals, brought before 
the United States court tried, convicted and 
sentenced to a few months’ jimprisonment in 
the Fulton county jail without labor. It is 
also true that persons are often arrested by 
state ofticers for the violation of the prohibi- 
tion laws of the state of Georgia, and are car- 
ried before the judges of our state courts, 
tried, convicted and sentenced, not to a few 
months’ confinement in jail without labor, 
but are sentenced to hard labor in 
the Georgia chain gang, which Dr. Felton 
characterizes as an ‘‘Epitomized Hell.’’ Now, 
which of the two violations of the law are the 
most serious offenses; the person who makes 
liquor and is convicted inthe United States 
courts for refusing to pay the tax thereon, or 
the person who sells liquor in a prohibition 
county, where the sale is prohibited by law? 
Notwithstanding, I have heard it urged that 
prohibition of the sale of liquor not only “‘in- 
terferes with the rights of the citizen.” 
but his ‘‘personal liberty.”’ I will 
admit the offenses are about equal, 
yet the person convicted in the state courts 
receives the severer punishment of the two 
and generally of longer duration, still we do 
not hear the cry of ‘Russian tyranny”’ or ‘ope 
yression’’ from our prohibition friends. I 
cave always been educated to believe the 
highest duty of a good citizen was to obey the 
laws of the land and that those who violate 
them may expect to suffer punishment there- 
for. In the administration of the law I 
have never encouraged unnecessary prosecution 
always endeavoring to enforce the law with 
the least hardships possible. I amon record as 
recommending no prosecution in all cases 
where persons who violate the law came for- 
ward and pay all taxes due the government. 
An amendment of the internal revenue laws 
to this effect would not materially reduce the 
amount collected, and would relieve many of 
our mountain friends of frequent visitatians to 
Atlanta, and inthe end result in the saving 
of a large amount of court cost. The revenue 
laws I believe to be defective and should be 
changed in many respects, but this is no argu- 
inent why the entire system thould be abolish- 
ed. I have said nothing in this commumica- 
tion for or against the repeal of the internnl 
revenue law,not even to the extent of express- 
ing my individual opinion upon the merits of 
the law. I have only endeavored to defend 
the oflicers in the revenue service for the 
district of Georgia, all of whom I believe have 
faithfully, efiiciently and impartially admin- 
istered the law. -Let the warfare be waged 
against the principle of federal taxation as 
provided by the revenuc system, and censure 
the ofticers in the revenue service only when 
occasion deimandsit: For if the system is 
wrong in principle, may not an enlightened 
public be trusted to wipe it out for the good 
reason that it is against public policy, and not 


attempt to delude them by a false cry of- 


tyranny. It is now an axiom that the “pew has 
outgrown the pulpit,’’ and in like manner you 
may rest assured that the ‘‘oi polloi’’ are not 
entirely ignorant upon this question of tariff. 
To them at last belongs the arbitrament of 
this question and to them Lam willing to leave 
it, believing that they know their duty and 
knowing ,dare maintain it. Very respect- 
fully, Tuomas C. CRENSHAW, Jk.

Park et al. vs. Rattey & Hamilton et al. In- 
junction, from Greene. Deeds. Husband 
and Wife.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. A conveyance of realty 
and personalty from husband to wife made in 
consideration of love and affection and that 
she will pay certain preferred debts and main- 
tain him during his life, is fraudulent as against 
creditors vunprovided for, he retaining nothing 
with which to satisfy their demands, and the 
value of the property embraced in the convey- 
ance being much more than the amount of the 
preferred debts. 

2, One of the creditors provided for, after 
being paid in full out of the proceeds ofa 
private sale of apart of the realty, having 
given credit tothe wife and taken from her 
mortgages on the residue of the realty to secure 
payment of her debt, is, prima facie, charged 
with notice that her title might be fraudulent. 
The facts would suggest inquiry. 

3. The judgment is reversed in so far only as 
a sale of the real estate under the mortgage fi. 
fa. is concerned... Let the injunction be grant- 
ed restraining such sale until a final decree Is 
rendered on the bill.

THE CAUSE GIVEN FOR THE FAILURE. 

North arolina Tobacco 

aa cc Ey Fire nantomtaet the 
Atianta Honse 


A.G. Howard & Co,, wholesale and retail 
tobacc’ nist, at No. 25 
failed yesterday, 
result of any mismanagement on the part of 
the firm. 

In the failure there is quite a story. 

The firm’s assets and liabilities are not at 

sent known, but the examination of the 
books show conclusively that the assets are 
greater than the liabilities by several thousand 
dollars. The firm is composed of A. G. How- 
ard, well known in Atlanta, and Henry 
Sampson & Co., tobacco manufacturers at 
Reidsville, N. C. Mr. Howard has been in the 
tobacco business in Atlanta for years. Lefore 
the old Wilson house,on the comer of Ala 
bama and Pryor street—where the Gate City 
bank now stands, was destroyed—he was a 
member of the firm of Howard, Weod & Co. 
By that fire the firm lost heavily, but with 
that energy and perseverance which has made 
Major Howard a prominent factor in Atlanta’s 
commerce he went to work. At the corner of 
Alabama and Broad streets the firm re-opened 
after the fire and in a short time was doing a 
rofitable business. Soon after the re-opening 
Wood retired from the firm and about the 
sare time Henry Sampson & Co., manufac- 
turers of tobacco at Reidsville, were admitted 
to the firm, which assumed the firm name of 
A. G. Howard & Co. The new firm pros ered 
under the management of Major Howard and 
the factory in a Carolina, a member of the 
irm, prospered also. 
ag iw tue poe ago Howard & Co. moved 
to No, 25 Alabama street, in order to secure 
larger quarters, the business having increased 
somuch. In the new building Major Howard 


established a new venture, known as the | 


Howard Manufacturers, which soon became 
successful. In that company the North Caro- 
lina firm was not interested. 

In November last Henry Sampson & Co’s 
tobacco factory, in Reidville, North Carolina, 
was destroyed by fire. This was thie initial 
step in the failure of Howard & Co. Major 
Howard was not interested in Sampson & Co’s 
factory, but Sampson & Co’s interest in How- 
ard & Co’s business was indirectly almost di- 
rectly the cause of the failure. The North 
ous Ae firm had a fine business, but when 
the factory buildings were destroyed more 
than #40,000 was lost. The loss, of course, 
seriously impaired the business, and the 
trouble which ensued with the insurance com- 
panies prevented the company from resuming 
work. After ascertaining the exact situation, 
Sampson & Co. decided to wind up their affairs 
and retire from business, and the firm is now 
engaged in that work. 

During the existence of the faetory Sampson 
Eco. bad occasion to use Some paper and in 
doing so made use of the name of A. G. How- 
ard & Co.. the Atlanta firm. The name was 
used without the expressed knowledge and 
consent of Mr. Haward at the time, but with 
it an implied consent went. The paper in all 
amounted to 812,000 to £15,000. 

it was this paper which caused the failure of 
the Atlanta house. 

After the paper was made by the Reidsville 
firm A. G. Howard & Co. were notified. The 
paper is  knewn in commercial cir- 
cles as accommodation paper and 
guch trangactions are common. The Atlanta 
firm vave itself no uneasiness about the ac- 
commodation paper upon which its name was 
written untilafew weeks ago, when Major 
Howard ascertained that the paper could not 
be paid. Instantly he realized that a failure 
to redeem the paper would involve his house 
and name, and began an investigation. Mr. 
Sampson, of Reidsville, in whom Major How- 
ard has the utmost confidence, was seen. That 
gentleman gave his partner an accurate ac- 
count of the business, concealing noth- 
ing. The account was not cheer- 
ful, and from that instant the major 
became alarmed, fearing that he would have to 
goby. A day or two ago Mr. Sampson came 
to Atlauta, and from him Major Howard 
learned that a piece of the accommodation 
peer for $6,000 would soon be presented to 

iim for payment. The major knew that he 
could not meet that paper and carry out his 
own obligations. He atonce sought Hillyer & 
Hillyer Sand Candler & Thomson, attorneys, 
and to them made a careful, earnest and con- 
cise statement of the matter. The attorneys 
informed Major Howard that he had a de- 
fense against the note, and advised him as to 
his plan of operation. 

On yesterday, Howard & Co., the Atlanta 
firm, had due in bank a half dozen pieces of 
paper—all small. The paper was permiited 
to go to protest, and the protest was the first 
intimation the public had as tothe crippled 
condition of the firm. The intelligence of the 
protest, however, spread rapidly, and before 
noon the failure was known over the city, and 
Majcr Howard was the recipient of many 
calls. Among others was a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter. The major was found discussing the 
situation with Mr. Henry Sampson, of the 
North Carolina firm, and in response toa ques- 
tion said: 

“Yes, we let some paper go to protest to- 
day,”’ 

“And why?” 

“Because we could not pay it in justice to all 
our creditors.’’ 

“What's the trouble ?”’ 

“Well, you see, the firm has as a partner the 
firm of Sampson & Co., of Reidsville, N. C, 
That firm’s factory was destroyed, and as 
our name had been used on paper there, we 
ound it impossible to pull iepinels.”” 

‘How much is that paper for?” 

“Between $12,000 hae $15,000,"" said Mr. 
Sampson. “You see we were partners in this 
house, and our factory was burned. That was 
the cause of the firm’s failure.”’ 

“What are the liabil—?”’ 

“Suppose you go with me to Jude Hillyer’s 
Ofiice,”’ said the major, interrupting the re- 
porter. “I had rather consult with him.’’ 

Judge Hillyer was found in his office, and in 
response to a question, said: 

“I don’t see how a receiver can be applied 
for. True, one anay beasked for, but there is 
no chance for the appointment, as every cred- 
itor has been more than secured, You see the 
Sets exceed the liabilities by $10,000,”’ 

“Then why the failure ?”’ 

“Because of that accommodation paper. 
Major Howard has explained to you the rela- 
Uonship between the firms. Well, he knew 
he could not pay his own debts and that paper 
upoh Which his name has been used. So he 
decided te secure. his creditors and let the 
paper go.”’ 

"But won't those creditors object?” 

‘Let them object. Major Howad has a legal 
Geiense against that paper. He may not-have 
Ntopay. It was made without his knowledge 
and consent—or you had better say without 
his authority, and he has a good defense. He 
made the creditorsjof A. G. Howard & Co. safe, 
and I believe they are all satisfied. Of course

THE TRUNKMAKERS WALK OUT. 
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The Men Become Dissatisfied With the Pay 
and go on a Strike. 

Trunkmakers are liable to take a rest in At- 
lanta for a fewdays, and persons without 
trunks will do well to supply themselves at 
once. 

The probable rest is due toa contemplated 
strike. 

The trunnkmakers working for Abe Foot, on 
Whitehall street, walked out yesterday morn- 
ing, or rather all but two took the walk, and 
if the strikers are to be relied upon, the box- 
builders in all the factories will follow suit be- 
fore Wednesday next. 

The trouble is the pay. 

In Atlanta trunkmakers have been paid by 
the week, but a few days ago Mr. Foot decided 
to pay them by the piece. This caused the 
walk-out in his factory, but of course there are 
two sides to the story. Here is what the trunk 
manufacturer says: 

‘‘My men were being paid by the week, and 
they. received as good pay as any trunk factory 
in the south pays. Some of them, however, 
did not do as much work as others, and I de- 
cided to pay by the piece. The schedule of 
prices I made out will prove a benefit to those 
who work, as they will make nfore money than 
heretofore.” 

‘* All of your men go out ?’’ 

‘No. Two of my oldest and best men have 
not gone, and [think that the others will re- 
turn when they learn the true situation.”’ 

Here is what the trunk makers say—a young 
man well known in the trade being the talker 
in the presence of a number: 

‘We had rather work by the piece than by 
the week, but when Mr. Foot gave us to un- 
derstand that we were to get paid by the piece 
he failed to give usa schedule, and we quit. 
We want to Know what we are getting for 
work when we do it.”’ 

‘‘You will go back when you know the 
prices ’?’’ 

‘Don’t know. The prices here are toosmall, 
anyhow, and the trunk makers in all the fac- 
tories are dissatisfied. If the prices ain’t in- 
creased there will be a strike all over the city 
next wetk.” 

The other trunk factories in the city without 
an exception, deny that the trunk makers are 
dissatished, and have no knowledge of the 
threatened strike.

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A $25,000 FIRE. 


Most Destructive That Has Vis- 
ited Atlanta in Several Years. 


SOUTHERN AGRICULTURAL WORKS. 


The Main Buliding Badly Damaged— Delay 
in Giving the Alarm ~Fablly Covered 
by Iusurance—Its Origin. 


eee 


The main building of the Sonthern Agricul- 
tural works was badly damaged by fire last 
night. 

The loss will probably reach £25,000. 
It was shortly’ after 6:30 
last evening when 
turned in from box «No. By the 
time the department reached the scene the fire 
had obtained great headway in the center of 
the main building and all that could possibly 
be done was to save the rest of the building. 
It was a hard fight, but by half past eight the 
fire was well under control, and at 9:35 the 
bell in No. 1 engine house tolled the signal 

“fire out.’’ 

The fire started on the extreme western side 
of the shops. There was along the brick wall 
of the shops a wooden shed, and under the end 
of this shed nearest the street, was a ‘‘black- 
ing pot.’’ This is a steam heated vat in which 
is Kept a mixture of tar and benzine. This is 
used for “‘blacking’’ the iron by simply im- 
mersing it in the boiling mixture. 

Mr. Haiman says that the vat was not used 
yesterday, There was about fifty gallons of 
the inflammable mixture in the vat, and it was 
no sooner started than the whole mass was 
aflame. There were several barrels of tar near 
this and they caught almost instantly. 
The flame from the vats made its way 
through the windows nearest to it, into the 
polishing and grinding room. The men say 
that the fire was drawn rapidly across the tloor 
of this room by a suction fan in the adjoining 
room, and then it spread rapidly in all direc- 
tions. The atmosphere of the. shops was 
heated, the material in all was perfectly dry, 
and in a wonderfully short time the whole 
shops were burning. 

It could not be ascertained how the vat was 
ignited. One of the employes thorght that 
this was done by a small fire which is usually 
lighted near the vats for the comfort of the 
workmen outside, Others thought that it was 
the work of an jncendiary, and still others at- 
tributed it to sparks from the railroad engines 
passing within a few feet of the vat. 

The blacksmith room, the forging room, the 
shaping room, the fitting room, the polishin 
and grinding room, and the long shed in which 
the fire started, are completely destroyed. 

These buildings contained much expensive 
machinery. 

But the two buildings which were most yal- 
uable, the wood works building on the extreme 
east, connected by a wooden roof with the 
burned portion, and the warehouse at the ex- 
treme west, separated by about fifty feet from 
the shops, were both saved. The engine house, 
about half way between the street and rail- 
road, and ontheeastern side of the burned 
portion, was not entirely burned, and the en- 
gine is not thought to be seriously damaged. 
On the other side of the shops is the foundry, 
and this was sayed, also, being only slightly 
damaged. 

There is on the parts damaged, $25,000 insur- 
ance, and itis probable that the damage will 
reach néarly that amount. Chief Joyner gave 
&20,000 as a rough estimate. The insurance is 
divided among several of the coinpanies in 
Atlanta, but it is understood that the bulk was 
with those represented by Torbet & Riley. 

The firm employs about 200 hands, and 
about 80 of these are thrown out of employ- 
ment. The work of reconstruction will be 
pushed rapidly, and the manager stated last 
night that some of the men could be given em- 
ployment at this work. 

Chief Joyner, in speaking of the fire last 
night, says it is by far thé most destructive 
that has occurred since he has been chief. 

There was considerable delay in getting in 
an alarm, and it was this delay which permit- 
ted the fire to get so good astart. It was six 
or seven minutes after the fire was discovered 
before the alarm was sent in from box 223. The 
gentleman who, until quite recently, kept the 
key to the nearest alarm box, has moved off 
and neglected to notify Chief Joyner of that 
fact. ‘That caused a delay when minutes were 
precious. 

A minute or so after the first alarm was sent 
in, alarm box No. 57, over on Taylor’s Hil), on 
Haynes street, wasrung. The firemen in re- 
serve naturally thought it was an entirely dif- 
ferent fire, and promptiy responded. The 
chief realized that a hard battle was before 
him, and rang for his reserve. ‘T'wo reels had 
been called a mile out of the way, and were 
delayed just when they should not have been, 
It is not}known who rang box No. 57.

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, spoke in favor 
of the minority. The pending case, he said, 
was too important a one to be settled by an 
atiidavit. It was a question which deserved 
the attention of the American congress. Con- 
sidering particularly the enormous disparity 
betwetn the contestant and contestee, the 
house shonld proceed with great circumspec- 
tion. The contestant was a candidate of labor 
Organizations. His case had been shockingly 
mismanaged. He came now and threw him- 
self on the mercy of the house. There was a 
widespread belief among the great working 
Classes that the power of corporation, 
— of ring, and wer of men 
high in authority and backed by money and 
influence, had an enormous weight in all leg- 
islative bodies of the country. It was a dan- 
gerous, unwholesome belief. He thought that 
when a man belonging to the working class 
came before the house, asking for a rehearing, 
it would do no harm to any man or to congress 
or to the interests of the people to have that 
man’s case heard. The house could afford to 
temper a lagyge measure of the generosity of 
Mr. Crisp. 

Mr. Thoebe, the contestant, was granted an 
hour in which to present an argument in his 
own behalf. 

The special communication which he had 
sent to the chairman of the committee on elec- 
tions, protesting against an unfavorable report 
upon his request until he had an opportunity 
to examine the aftidavits presented by the con- 
testee, was read. In this communication he 
reiterated, in part, the statements contained in 
his affidavits filed with the committee. He 
denies the truth of some of the affidavits filed 
by the speaker, and declares his ability to dis- 
prove the accuracy of others if he was granted 
an opportunity. He was sorry, he 
continued, that the working classes were be 
ginning to lose confidence in the security of the 
ballot. Ifthe ballot was not secure, what did 
they have left? [Applause on the republican 
side.] He wasa working man. He did not 
consider it a great honor exactly to be a mem- 
ber of this house. [General laughter and ap- 
plause.}] What he meant was that a mechanic 
was just as honorable and noble as any other 
citizen. If every gentleman here would rather 
be right than be president, the seats would be 
filled by the right men. [Laughter.] He did 
not propose to make any capital out of the fact 
that he was a working man. He was not here 
for favor, but for simple justice.

Agree Upon a Verdict. 

The jury in the case of the state against Fl- 
bert Ware for murder, passed Tharsday night 
in the Metropolitan hotel, in the custody of 
the sheriff. When Judge Richard H. Clark 
took his seat yesterday morning the jury was 
still out, and the court proceeded wi the 
other cases on the docket. 

Just before adjourning the court yesterday 
afternoon at 5 o'clock, Judge Clark called the 
jury out. 

‘‘Gentlemen,’’ asked he, “is there any 
probability of a verdict being agreed upon?’

A PUBLIC > BUILDING. 


The Ideas of the Board of Ajider- 
men on the Subject. 


A TALK WITH SEVERAL ALDERMEN. 


The Crowded Condition of the Departments 
—The Need of a New Public 
Building Apparent. 


| The board of aldermen want a new public 


building. 

That is why they put $40,000 extra tothe 
$6,000 apportioned to the public grounds and 
building fund by the city council at its last 
meeting. 

Atthe meeting of the board of aldermen, 
Thursday afternoon, the proposition was sub- 
mitted and received the almost unanimous in- 
dorsement of the board. After the question 
was discussed, the city’s necds for a new pub- 
lic building was fully agreed upon, and the 
board determined to decrease the apportion- 
ments for other department funds and make 
an unusually large apportionment for expendi- 
tures in public buildings and grognds. 

The announcement of this action created 
considerabie taik in the city yesterday, and a 
great many surmises wire made as to the pur- 
poses of tle board. Some thought that a city 
inarket was in prospect; but a general impres- 
sion seemed to prevail that the idea of the 
board was to start work towards giving the city 
the new public building. of which there has 
been considerable talk of late, and the neces- 
sity for which has been generally conceded. A 
reporter of THE ConstITUTION saw Alderman 
Howell yesterday concerning the matter and 
asked him what he had to say about it. 

“I did not care to talk about 1t yesterday,” 
said he, ‘‘because I was not ready at that time, 
but Iam now willing to say that my idea in 
asking for the extra apportionment was for 
that purpose.” 

"Dana do you propose to carry out your 
idea ?’ 

“Ihave no positive plans yet,’’ said he, 
“further than that the city aa itself as 
soon as possible with a suitable location on 
which to erect the public building which its 


increasing demands renders necessary that it 
should have. The city is now crammed and 


- crowded in all of its oftices and department 


headquarters, and there is much complaint 
from the ofticials who occupy them, for want 
of room. Ihave here a resolution recently 
passed by the board of police commissioners, 
which asserts that the city prison, 
court room and officers’ quarters, is in an 
unhealthy and unsafe condition, and that the 
building is entirely too smail for the purposes 
for which it is used; and they beg the council 
to provide suitable quartérs for the police 
department. DGesides this, the city’s offices 
are now ina rented building. which is not at 
alladequate inits facilities. Atlantais big 
enough to have a public building of its own, 
which should be in harmony and dignity with 
the city: and I think that when the people 
understand the needs forsuch a building, they 
will be thoroughly in accord with the views of 
the board of alderinen. 

“But is $40,000 enough to do the work ?”’ 

“Certainly not,’’ replied the alderman, ‘‘but 
itisenough to form a nucleus for whatever 
might be done in the future. My idea is that 
the city now provide itself with an eligible lo- 
cation atthe time when real estate is compara- 
tiyely cheap. Ina few years, if we put it off 
that long, we will have to pay an exorbitant 
price for property which we must have. Of 
course the building must be in a convenient 
and central part of the city. .Why not buy a 
lot now instead of w aiting to. get it when 
we will have to pay much more forit than we 
can getitfornow. It will have to be built, 
and the sooner we go to work on it the better 
it will be. I think that the council should see 
that a proper lot is obtained somewhere, in a 

convenient place; and aiter this is done, we 
can take our time about putting up such a 
building as the city will need. It may he that 
we can go to work on it in a year,and it may 
be that we will have to wait five vears; but, at 
any rate, we will have the lot at our disposal 
and can go to work whenever we decm it ex- 
ped ient.’ 

“Something has been said about buying the 
county courthouse from the county commis- 
stoners for use as a city building. What doyou 
think of that?’’ 

“Tam notin. favor of it. It we got it we 
would have to make so many improvements 
on it to suit the use of the city that the expen- 
ditures thgrefore would probably be as much, 
if not more, then the cost of a new building. I 
think that the city should proceed very 
carefully about this matter and not bé in too 
great haste. I know that it needs a new pub- 
lic building, and I believe that the people are 
willing to see it built, for it will be economy to 
have such a building as we ought to have. A 
number of prominent citizens “have spoken to 
me about the matter andI have yet to find 
anybody who is opposed to so much of our 
plan as to at least provide the city with a lot 
on which to build when necessary. 

WHAT THE OTHER ALDERMEN SAY. 

Aldermen Haas, Hemphilland Collier were 
found conversing together near the corner of 
Whitehall and Alabama streets, and whena 
CONSTITUTION reporter encountered them they 
were discussing the same thing of which Al- 
derman Howell had just been talking. 

“I think the idea is a good one,’’ said Alder- 
man Hemphill. “The city ne eds a public 
building, and certainly no harm can be done in 
getting a lot for itatthe present time. It is 
certainly an advisable plan. There are many 
reasons Why I favor the city having its own 
quarters, and I hone the council will indorse 
what we have done in the matter.”’ 

Alderman Collier took rather a different 
view. ‘‘l voted for the proposition,’’ said Al- 
derman Collier, ‘‘for, since the council refused 
to reduce the taxes to one and cne-third, as I 
thought should have been done, the city has a 
surplus on hand which it does not need, and I 
— this is as good a way as any of using it. 

don’t think Atlanta ought to build a public 
building at present, because when she does 
build one, it ought not to cost less than halfa 
million dollars, and we are not now able to pay 
that much. In five years the city will be able 
to build such a building; but for the present I 
think it is rather out of time to go to work. 
We are getting along v rery well now, and while 
it is true that the city is paying rent for dts 
quarters, it is certainly less expensive than a 
new building would be.”’ 

Alde rman Haas strongly favors the idea. 
**Because,’’ said he, ‘ ‘the. city needs a public 
building, enough to warrant our going to work 
in looking to getting one. I don’t think we 
ought to be paying rent for a building for the 
city’s use when the city is able to build one for 
itself; and as far as our present police head- 
quarters is concerned, I think ita disgrace to 
the city. Besides this, we have miles and 
miles of streets and sidewalks which should be 
paved, and a sewerage system which is a con- 
stant threat to the h ealth of the city, so the 
board of health thinks.’ 

Alderman Mecaslin is also in favor of a pub- 
lic building, and thinks that the city bate d at 
least lay ina lot while it can be had cheap, 

‘‘for,”’ said he, ‘‘what is the use of delay when 
time is monéy.”’ 
WHAT WILL BE DONE. 

Considerable speculation is indulged in on 
all sides as to what the council will do as to 
the estimates made by the board of aldermen. 
The council does not meet until the first Mon- 
day in February,and that is two wecks off ; but 
it is said that an _ interestin Ses- 
sion will then be held, Souncil- 
man Nelson, chairman of the waterworks 
committee, will be teeth and toenail against 
indorsing the estimates of the board of alder- 
men, because of the $40,000 increase given to 
public buildings and grounds. Thirty thou- 
sand- dollars was taken from the waterworks. 
However, this still leaves the waterworks more 
than it had last year. Five thousand dollars 
was taken from the educational fund, but to 
this there seems to be no objection, for it still 
leaves more than was given last year, all of 
which was not then used. Five thonsand dol- 
lars was also taken from the apportionment to 
lamps and lighting, but this leaves that fund 
still $5,000 more than it was last year. 

It may be that some complaint will be made 
about these reductions, and that the council 
will make an effort to restore its estimates. 

At any rate, we shall see what we shall see.
